Continuation of 2. NOTE: The proposed amendment does not alter the postively claimed method limitations since the Applicant does not 
positively claim that the wiping occurs in a cleanroom and the Applicant is not claiming the cleaned surface or the particles. Instead, the 
Applicant is claiming a method of using a nonwoven fabric which includes the positively claimed steps of contacting the nonwoven to a 
surface and wiping the surface. The surface itself is not claimed since it is the method of using a nonwoven fabric and not the method of 
cleaning a surface. Further, the amendment would not simplify any issues by overcoming any rejections currently on record.
